Three conversion tables showing values in 
pounds, shillings and pence in terms of the new 
decimal currency, have been released by the Deci- 
mal Currency Board. They are— ‘ 


It should be used where it 
is necessary to obtain an 
exact relationship between an 
amount expressed in £ s. d. 
and an amount expressed in 
dollars and cents, for example 
where rates and unit prices 
in agreements between con- 
tracting parties are expressed 
in £ s. d. (including some- 
times fractions of a penny) 
and where payment of money 
in dollars and cents is Yre- 
quired only- after the unit 
price or rate has heen multi- 
plied by the number a items 
concerned. 

Section 10 of the Currency 
Act provided the conversions 
necessary for the purpose of

Mr, Scott said the BANK-

. The third table released is 
the COMPREHENSIVE CON- 
VERSION Table, which 
shows the nearest ” equivalent 


‘Jin dollars and whole cents of 


amounts expressed in £ 5s, d. 
including amounts efiding’ in 
halfpence. Mr. Scott said 
that this table has been pro- 
duced in response to a large 
number of requests from 
commercial organisations who 
are anxious to have guidance 
on conversions of amounts in 
the present currency to 
amounts in dollars and cents 
so that they can proceed with 
their planning for the change- 
over. v 

Firms preparing revised 
price lists and catalogues, 
of school text- 
books, and compilers of dis- 
count tables and ready reck~ 
oners had also approached 
the Board in recent weeks 
seeking similar guidance. 

Mr, Scott emphasised that 
the Comprehensive Conver- 
sion Table was in no sense 
designed to give official direc- 
tion as to how prices ex- 
pressed in £ s, d. should be 
converted into dollars and 
cents after the changeover to 
decimal currency.” 

The Board has no authority 
to fix prices or other changes 
and the Comprehensive Con- 
version Table merely shows 
the nearest equivalent in 
dollars and whole cents of 
various amounts expressed to 
the nearest halfpenny. The 
only exceptions are three- 
pence and ninepence where, 
as with the Banking and Ac~ 
counting Table, the cent 
equivalent is shown as’ 4-cent 
below the exact value in the 


“\ycase of the threepence, and 


4-cent higher in the case of 
the ninepence, 


Overall, the pluses and. the 
minuses should offset each 
other.. 


In conclusion, Mr. Scott 
said it was important to 
understand that because both 
the Banking and Accounting 
Table and the Comprehensive 
Conversion Table were in 
many cases approximations 
they should be used only for 
converting the final balance 
of an account, or the amount 
due for payment by a debtor. 
They are not, therefore, suit- 
able for converting unit rates 
or prices. Where, for ex- 
ample, there was an agree- 
ment to supply, say, 
hundred articles at 14d. each, 
and payment was to be made 
in dollars and cents, it would 
be inappropriate ta convert 
1d. to its approximate deci- 
mal equivalent in whole cents, 
then multiply by 100. Until 
a new decimal price has been 
fixed by the parties to the 
agreement (and this could, 
of course, be expressed in 
fractions of a cent if appro- 
priate) the procedure would 
be to multiply 14d. by 100 and 
then convert to decimal cur- 
rency.
